INDIA-RUBBER. 
SPECULATORS CONTROLLING THE MARKET. 
Stern Dispatch te The Catcago Tridune. 

New York, Oct. 13.—There is dismay and 
rage among the rubber manufacturers. Spec- 
ulators hold absolute control of the entire 
product of South America, and fix the prices 
of the raw waterial to suit themselves. In 
1879 the raw india rubber, or caoutcheouc, 
was worth but 75 cents per pound. At 
that point the speculators seized upon it, and, 
as a test of their temporary strength, put the 
price up to 81 per pound. Under that 
pressure a quantity was dragged into the 
marke} through channels over which 
they had not yet obtained control, 
and tue price dropped to 80 
cents in the spring of 1880. It has never 
since, however, gut so low, for the specula- 
tors developed strength enough to cover the 
entire ground, and have made prices what 

they pleased. Just now they are 

HIGHER THAN EVER BEFORE. 

Yesterday they went up from 51.17 per 
pound tf $1.23. Today buyers were refused 
prices by holders on the pretext that there is 
no stock in the market and that figures can- 
not be named until the arrival of the steamer, 
This, however, is affirmed to be untrue, 
as it is said some 1,200 cases of rubber came 
id by the last steamer trom Para, and are 
now being heid until such time as the neces- 
sities of the manufacturers will compel them 
to suulmit to another heavy advance. It 
is feared that the price will go up 
to $1.50 before there is any drop. In the ex- 
tremity the manu faeturers have been spurred 
to an attempt at concerted action to protect 
themselves. and have called a meeting, which 
is to be held on the 18th inst., to devise 
measufes for neutralizing ih the future the

. Alleged Detective for the 


Murder of A. W. Ross—History 
of the Man.

Mr. Cockerell's piea is of self-defense, 
as Col. Slaybaek was ed, and he had 
reason to betieve his life was threatened. 
Beyond this nothing is known, as nu one was 
in the room éxcept the homicide and his 
viétim, and the former declines for the pres- 
ent to make any statement. 


One of the very first subjects to engage 
the attention of Mayor Harrison upon bis 
return to Chicago should be the ill-advised 
and dangerous ordinance, passed by the City 
Council during his Absence, which proposes 
to inflict a heavy penalty upon minors or in- 
toxicated persons who ghall purchase or 
offer to purchase liquor in auy saloon, 
It is not easy to remember when a 
more thoroughly. vicious and demoraltz- 
ing ordinance has been passed by the 
Council. If the aim and intention of 
its. guppdrters had been to promote 
drunkenness among the youth of Chicago 
they could hardly have devised a means more 
certain to contribute to that end. Aside 
from the manifest purpose of the saloon- 
keepers to secure through the enactment of 
this ordinance immunity fom prosecution 
under the law prohtbiting the sale of liquor 
to miners, the Mayor may well withhold his 
approval of the vile measure on the ground 
that its validity is, in the opinioti of many 
leading lawyers, extremely questionable. 


| ‘The parents of children in Chicago look to 


the Mayor to veto this orditiance, aud will be 
bitterly and grievously disappointed if he 
refuses this protection to the youth of the 


city. 

Tak primaries were held in the Third Sen- 
atorial District yesterday. Mr. Jonna II. 
Clough, whe is a candidate for the State Sem 
ate, carried with great ease the Second and 
Third Wards and the part of the Fourth re- 
talned in the new district. The First Ward 
elected a delegation understood to be first in 
favor of the nomination of Dan Wren for 
the State Senate, and, failing that, in favor 
of the notiination of Mr. Walter G. Kerche- 
val fot the House.

SHALL 1 3 2 bnd TO THE 
STATES? 

At the election on Nov. 7 the people of II- 
nois will be called on to vote to approve or 
disapprove the act of the Legislature ceding 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal to the United 
States, upon the condition, substantially, 
that the United States in accepting it shall 
assume the obligation to complete the Im- 
provement. 

The people of Illinois have iu one form or 
another expended some $14,000,000 upon the 
canal and the riverimprovement. The canal 
was, however, begun at a time when the 
idea of canals was of less magnitude than at 
present. It is true that the original plan was 
that of a ship or steaniboat canal; but the 
terrible panic of 1887-38, by the destruction 
of ¢redit, compelled a shrinkage in the di- 
mensions of the work. Despite the years of 
financial distress which followed, during 
which time the State of Ulnois suspended 
payment of interest, the canal was prose- 
cuted to completion, and has been in opera- 
won since 1847. 

The canal was designed to connect the sys 
tom ot Western river navigation with the 
lakes, and since 1847 such a connection has 
been in suecessful operation, The State, as 
part of the same system, has also greatly im- 
proved the Uitmols Rivet by locks and dams, 
and comperatively little more has to be done 
with tha: branch of the work.

As this action has uo opposition, it might 
be supposed its adoption would be a matter 
of course, but in of that there is serious 
danger that it may be fost for tie want of 
enough votes ta approve it. Under the act 
submitting the question all ballots not con- 
taining a vote “for” the cession must be 
counted “against” the cession. Under this 
law‘ no ballot need contain the word 
“against,” as every baliot mot containing 
“for” is to be considdred a vote in the nega- 
tive, and, to carry the cession, the affirmative 
votes must be a majérity of all the votes vast 
for members of the General Assembly. 

If, theretore., the ballots for State officers 
are not printed with the word for“ on 
them the result will be that the negative vote 
wil! be increased by those not thus distin- 
guished. Any 5 n desiring to vote against 
the cession may either erase “for” or tear 
that off the ticket, and the absence of for“ 
is to be counted as a negative vote. 

County clubs, the officers of political or- 
ganizations, and all others having in charge 
thie printing of election tickets dre urged to 
see to it that all tickets bear the words: For 
the cession of thé Hlinoils & Michigan ca- 
nal to thé United States“ Otherwise the 
whole action of cession will be lost, not be- 
cause any person is opposed to it, but be- 
cause of negligence in providing ballots ap- 
provitig of it.

PROHIBITION ae ANAL- 

The Ohio Prohibitionists, who were active 
in persuading the Republicaus of State 
to identify themselves with St. Smith’s 
liquor and Sunday movement, repudiated at 
the polls the system of uniform taxation and 
regulation of the liquor traffic because it was 
calculated to delay the radical reform of pro- 
hibitine by Constitution the manufacture and 
sale of liquor; wine, and beer. These ex- 
tremists in Ohio afid elsewhere are fond of 
likeutng the Prohibition movement to the 
abolition movement, and they contend that 
the crusade which they are how leading will, 
sooner or later, unite all the moral elements 
arid sweep the country as completely as the 
anti-slavery movement did. They insist 
that the conditions are the same. They re- 
gard the distillers, brewers, and saloonkeégp- 
ers as the masters and the drinkers as the 
slaves, and they think they are engagéd ina 
great and glorioaus Work of emancipation, 
not less magnificent. than the old abolition 
movement, aid equally sure to command 
success th the interest of God and morality. 
Hence they are willing, as was proved in 
Ohio, to vote with the whisky interests 
rather than to agree to any compromise 
which might postpone the ultimate realiza- 
tion of their prohibitery aspirations, 

It is Worth while to trace the analogy the 
Prohibitionists have instituted In order to 
ascertain whether their faith ts founded upon 
reason. : 

In the first place, the slaves of the South 
were bound to their masters by law and held 
by force. Is this true of the slavés to drink? 
Is there any law which empowers the saloon- 
keeper to reach out into the street, seize the 
passer-by, and compel him to drink ? Is there 
any penalty for a refusal to drink? May the 
distillers and brewers order the non-drinkers 
to be whipped for thelr contumacy, or pur- 
sue them froma drinking State into a not- 
drinking Staté with a warrant to bring them 
back and to force their submission to their 

masters? In one word, is the drinking man 
an involuntary slave to the manufacturers 
and venders ¢f liquer, whose bondage is rec- 
ognized by law and enforced by constabu- 
lary? It not, chen the analogy whieh me 
| Prohibitionists seek to institute is false, and 
the erusade in whieh they are engaged pro- 
ceeds upon an unsubstantial and unstable 
basis. 

If the case be reversed, the delusion be- 
comes equally apparent. Suppose the sys- 
tem of slavery at the South had exteuded 
over the entire country and the slaves had 
insisted upon retaining the condition in 
whieh the Abolitionists had found them. 
Sappose these slaves had enjoyed the priv- 
llege of selecting their own masters and their 
own domicilés, and had been in the habit of 
removing from one locality where slavery 
was not tolerated to another where it was 
recognized. Suppose they had defended 
their masters, refused to accept emanci- 
pation, rallida at the polls to vote for the 
maintenance of the institution, beaten the 
Constables who wanted to strike off their 
shackles, and even gone to the battlefield to 
fight for their right to be slaves. What 
progress would the Abolitionists have made 
under that condition of thihas? Could mill- 
ions of able-bodied men and women scattered 
over the entire continent have been forcibly 
emancipated from a state which they enjoyed 
and from a bondage which they regarded as 
a privilege ? If not, then by forte of the very 
analogy the Prohibitionivts desire to estab 
lish they are engaged in a hopeless struggle 
at liberatinge.a people who now believe them- 
selves to be free. 

To foliow out this absurd analogy to its 
logical conclusion the Prohibitionists must 
determine whether they are prepared to go to 
the same lengths in this new emancipation 
movement to which the Abolitionists went 
in procuring the liberation of the Southern 
slaves. It requireda war of long duration 
and terribie sacrifices to free men who longed 
for freedom, and were held in bondage in 
only one seation of the country. Are the Pro- 
hibitionists ready to take up the bludgeon 
and the sword to free millions of people from 
an appetite which they want to indulge? 
This new war of emancipation would not be 
section against section, nor State against 
State; it would not be backed by a strong 
sentiment of patriotism to preserve the Na- 
tion ; it would not be waged against distillers, 
brewers, and saloonkeepers as a class, It 
would be war Between towuships and fami- 
lies, it would array brother against brother 
in the same household, and it would be 
fought against the very men and women fot 
whose dene it had ostensibly been under- 
taken. And after every conflict the appetite 
would remain, whick alone furnishes the 
element of slavery in the liquer question, 
and which beeomes the more violent and ag- 
gressive in proportion to the constraint put 
upon it by law and coercion.

THE STATE-HOUSE APPROPRIATION. 

The peoplé of this State have 4 question of 
appropriation submitted to them at the elec- 
tion this fall. This question is the approval 
of an appropriation made by the Legistature 
in 1877 of some Hatt miltion of dollars to 
complete the Stave-House at Sprinetield. It 
will be remembered that the Constitution of 
1870 provided that the Législatute should not 
make appropriations for building or furnis 
ing the new State-House to exceed in all 
$3,000,000, uniess the act appropriating such 
money should be submitted toa vote of the 
people and be approved by them. The Com- 
missioners of the State House, however, 
carelesly allowed the expenditure to reach 
the limit, leaving about onb-half a million of 
dollars additional necessary to complete 
the building, In 1978, at the election of that 
year, this appropriation failed to be approved 
by the people, ant now, after four years, the 
sume att is again submitted to a popular 
vote. 

In 1878 the people of Illinois felt consider- 
able indignation towards the State-House 
Commissioners. These Commissioners knew 
two years before the deficit was made publie 
that under the pians on which they were 
carrying on the work the building conld not 
be completed with the sum prescribed by the 
Constitution. They suppressed this fact and 
went on expending the last dollar, and left 
the building in its present unsightly un- 
finished condition. Without impeaching the 
integrity of the Commissioners it may be 
said that their neglect and inattention to the 
trust confided to them was flagrant. The 
Governur refused to remove them, and this 
additional appropriation of half a million of 
dollars was asked, and these Commissioners 
were kept in office to expend the money. As 
a rebuke to the Comiiiissionérs and to the 
Governor who kept them in office the addi- 
tional appropriation was tefused in 187%. 

These reasons no longer exist. It is true 
the people of Springfield have repudiated 
their contract to purchase four acres of ad- 
jacent land t be added to the State-House 
grounds, but the State-House itself is not 
the property of the people of Springfield, nor 
was it built for them. It is a State. building, 
Intended for State purposes. The old Com- 
missioners have long since been legislated 
outof office. The State-House in itself, in 
its unfinished condition, is in an ufsightly 
condition, and isa reproach to the people of 
this large and wealthy State. As it stands 
partially exposed to all kinds of weather, it 
will, if left afifinished, soon sustain a loss 
much greater than the amount now required 
to complete it, and the cheapest and only 
sensible way to act how is to vote “for” the

CHICAGO BEEF FOR THE WORLD 
Chicago’s new business of shipping dressed 
beef instead of live cattle to the Eastern 


food traffic has been made since the es- 
tablishment pork-packing by wholesale. 
Its transactions in grain and ite manufact- 
ures of hogs long azo made this city the 
greatest food market ijn the world. The new 
industry will make it greater still, and will, 
besides, produce effects ot the most penetrat- 
ing kind on the food. and so on the sécial con- 
ditions, of the East and Burope. : 

Three short years of experimenting have 
shown that beef killed here can be shipped 
Bast and sold with a profit at lower prices in 
Boston, New York, and Philadelphia than 
Western beef shipped alive and buichered 
there. Ten willions of Chicago capital will 
soon be embarked in this enterprise. Wasli- 
» ington, Baltimore, and New York have already 
been invaued, and the local meas dealers 
routed. Chicago ean undersell them for sev- 
ral reasons. Eastern meat must pass 
through the hands of ring after ring of mid- 
diewen. Chicago goes over the heads of 
these middlemen. Its packer selis direct to 
the Eastern consumers. He sells for cash, 
and can uuderseli the home butcher who sells 
on credit. Chicago has acquired in its 
packing industries an equipment of 
Slaughter-houses aud refrigerators, and 
other conveniences, the like of which 
is not known at the Kast. It has 
labor educated to thé work. There have 
Krowa Up around our mouster packing- 
houses a group of associated industries 
which buy at high prices all that is refuse to 
the packer. In Ohteago the packer gets 
$1.50 more for the offal, one to two cents a 
pound more for the hides, four te five cents 
a pound more for the tallow than the Eastern 
butcher can sell them for. 

The wealth of thé Chicago packers is an- 
other mainstay of the new trade. With their 
millions they bulld whole trains of refrigera- 
tor cars with all the latest appliances, . keep 
refrigerators of a size unknown before. at 
each eud of their route, and buy and sell in 
stich quantities as to take che market at its 
best on each turn. Immense amounts of ice 
are needed in the transportation of dressed 
beef, and ice can be procured here much 
more cheaply than at New York or in 
Kansas City, or at any of the points that 
might compete with us. New York sends 
to Maine fora great part ofits ice. Kansas 
City gets a good crop, perhaps, one winter 
in four. Chicago can always count on cheap 
and abundant ice. | 

In hog packing we have apparently nearly 
reached our highest point. Places like Kan- 
sas City are starting ahead at a rapid pace, 
Nand taking control. of the territory that dis- 
tance puts just beyond our grasp. But the 
business of supplying the East with fresh 
beef willmore than keep up our rate of 
growth. The demand for the conimodity is 
unlimited, In London American beef has 
won its way to popular favor by the side of 
the beef of Mngiand, and in the East 
ern cities the sale of it is apparentiy um- 
ited only by the supply. In Washington 
one-tiiird of all the beef sold last week was 
Western beef. Prices have fallen rapidly, in 
some cases 33 per cent, but they always yield 
4 profit to the Western ‘shippér, A grand 
future is opening before Chicago, The East 
with its rings and middlemen, the West and 
Southwest with inferior capital, labor. and 
markets for refuse, cannot hope for any suc- 
cessful rivairy with it. Chiengo will be

Baker Pasha bas done nothing 
whatever in Turkey witicti stionid not onty ob- 
literate ulis dismissal from the British army (for 
attempting to rape a woman in a raiiroad car), 
but justify bis claim to singular and exceptional 
promotion. He has not organized a Turkish 
gendarmerie, or shown that be is anything ex- 
eept a good cavalry officer. with such a genius 
for making friends in high places that conduct 
which would have rained any other man in him 
is treated as a claim to diatinction. The best offi- 
cers will mot be attracted by his name, nor will 
it help to inspire in the new Egyptian army the 
tone of character indispensabie toa mixed, a 
half-disciplined, and a mercenary force. Ik is 
dificult to hope forimprovement in the East, 
when even a Government like the present, the 
moment it has to deal wth Oriental affairs, 
showe publicly that it thinks of nothing excepp 
immediate convenience. The Indian Govern- 
ment bas at its disposal at least a dozen officers 
who, to far greater ¢x ence than Baker 
Pasha’s, add a record which is of itself au attrac- 
tion to the best subordinates, and a justitication 
of confideuce in the men, There may be plenty 
of reasons for allowmg Baker Pasha 4 new 
chance; there can be node for making him the 
head of thé British Executive in Egypt.

The husband, however, was vot certain of 
his wife’s Infidelity until March last, when 
he found an envelope addressed to her in 
Aubert’s handwriting, though Aubert had 
deserted her for other women. He taxed 
her with infidelity, but promised to forgive 
her if she would confess, Enraged at 
Aubert’s desertion, the woman confessed, 
and the husband then suggested to 
her she should join with him in a 
plot, to get rid of Aubert. She pot only con- 
sented to it, but she urged him on to the 
accomplishment of his purpose. Strangely 
enough, M. Fenayron then went to Mme. 
Gibon and disclosed the plot te her, She 
went to Aubert and demanded her danghter’s 
letters from ulm, which he refused to sur- 
reuder, whereupon she struck him in the 
face and told him hé shouid repeat it. Aubert 
thereupon wrote a note to Mute. Fenajron, 
unk U her to prevent her mother trum wak- 
ing any more scenes Of that kind. She took 
no notice of the letter. Her husband mean- 
while had hired a house at Chatou for the 
commission of the crime. At his dictation 
she then wrote an affectionate letter, which

She wrote a second and still more tender 
letter, but this, too, wasunanswered. Then, 
knewing him to be ip pressing need of 
money, she wrote, offering him a loan of 
2,000 francs. Aubert replied to this letter, 
and on the 14th of May last she called upon 
him and arranged to give him the money on 
elie 15th » 8 certain passage near the St. 

Fenayron mean- 
while, afraid that Aubert night ve too strong 
for himself and wife, resoived to call his 
brother Lucien. who never entered his 
house, hav had a quarrel with Mme. 

He invited him to dine on the 
Lith, when areconciliation was effected, and 
again on the i4th, when the plot was dis- 
closed to him. Lucien was a weak man and 
under his brother’s influence, and consented 
lo take part in the affair. The next day 
Fenayron determined to drown the body,

besides a handcart, which he took to Chatou. 
The L arrived. Lucien bd eakfastea 
wich his brother and at 1 o’clock all three set 
off for Chatou, Lucien having purchased a 
beavy stick.

A DEADLY FEUD. 


It Has Been Inaugurated in Berrien 
County, Georgia, by a Fatal 
Shooting Affray. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct, 18.—Probably the 
thost desperate shooting affray ever wit- 
nessed in Georgia occurred at Tifton yester- 
day. The scene of the difficulty was ina 
justice-court room, and the particulars, as 
nearly ag they could be gathered last nighk 
are briefly as follows: Green Mayo, who 
is well known throughout this section of the 
State, and Matt Harrell, both of whom «re 
engaged iu we turpen:ine dusiness near 
Tifton, were the principals. It seems that 
they hada falling out about some land, or 
the land line between the respective posses- 
sions, and met each other ina justice court 
yesterday to contest their claims. Meantime 

arrell had written Mayo a very in- 
sulting letter, and Mayo had told 
his friends he intended to make him retract 
or take a whipping. When they met each 
party had his friends with him, and when 
Mayo made his dewand upon Harrell it was 
the -ignal for thé openmg of hostilities. My 
informant did not know which man drew 
bis vistol or fired first. Both seemed wilting 
enough to shoot it out, and as sdun as they 
fired on each other friends jeined in on both 
sides and the fight became general. Between 
forty and fifty shots were fired, and both 
principals were mortally wounded. When 
the train left Tifton ye terday afternoon 
neither of them was expected to live until 
this morning. A man named Jordan, a friend 
of Harrell, was killed instantly, and Vickers, 
Harrell’s bookkeeper, was seriously shot. 
Anpther man, named Lawrence, was slightly 
wounded in the hand. Others may have — 
and mv informant thougut doubtiess were, 
wounded in the affray, Dut he could not give 
their names, Great excitement prevails in 
and around Tifton over the affair, and it is 
thought that there will be further trouble, as 
some of the participants avow that they are 
hot yet satisfied, that they wil! not be ar- 
rested. It is generally regarded as a des- 
perate opening of a deadly feud, and is very 
much regretted by all the good citizens of 

rrien County.

The re- 
mainder are subscribed for by the New York 
Construction Company. That company's capi- 
tul hus been tized at $36,000. It bas bad in its 
treasury a littie over $00,480, almost all of whico 
has been puid out for surveys and other serv- 
ices. its ussets, exciuding surveys. would be all 
required to pay its preseut habilities. In addi- 
tion fo tbis, it has subscribed about 6000, 000 for 
coustructiog in Connecticut and udo iu 
New York. Some of the stockholders are 
men of wealth, but as individuais they 
have taken only threé haare each. 
Of course their wealth would be of no avail to 
the railroad corporation or to its creditors. If 
each of those corporators were worth a m lion 
the consi ruccon company’s responsibility would 
not be increased. The question is whether such 
asubscriber is a responsible“ party. if the 
word bas any meaning, tbe answer must be No. 
The object of subscribing throug® a corporacion 
is to avoid liability, or. in other words, to avoid 
responsibility. The definition of 
sibility” in its. common use ig, 
ble of dischargimg an obligation.

A good test of responsibility is to ask what sum 
the note of such a corporation would command, 
and the answer is diam.

BRADY SELLS ANOTHER NEWSPAPER, 
Spe. .al Durden te Tue Caucr se Tr me. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 13,—Gen. Brady 
has sold his newspaper, the Sunday Or pital, 
to the Army and Navy Register Publishing 
Company. This tends to confirm the rumor 
that Gen. Brady, prior to the next star-roate 
trial, intends to dispose of all his newspaper 
property in Washington. The experiment of 
using instrumentalltles of that sort to assall 
all who have opposed the star-route methods 
has not proved satisfactory, success ul, or 
profitable, At the time the star-route trials 
began be owned the control of three newspa- 
pers here—the Republican, the Critic, and 
the Sunday Cupital—and he rests under 
the suspicion of having paid considerable 
subsidies to one or two other newspabers in 
consideration of an agreewent that he should 
not be attacked by them. The Republican 
was sold long since to a stock company, the 
purchase having been negotiated by George 
Bliss. whe was the prosecuting counsel for 
Government in the star-route cases, and it is 

AN OPEN SECRET 
that one of the conditions of the sale was 
that the Republican should not be used to 
attack Gen. Brady. Whether that wus a con- 
dition of the sale or not, the Re 
publican, under this new ownership, at the 
bead of which Bliss stands, certainly has not 
attacked Gen. Brady, and it has not spoken 
of the late administration of the Post-OUllice 
Department as it formerly did. It seldom 
failed to improve the opportunity to sneer at 
the prosecution. Gen. Brady has now un- 
loaded another newspaper venture, the Cup- 
ital, but it is not probable the purcliasers 
have accepted any such ignominious condi- 
tlops as to the criticisms of the actors in the 
star-route consviracy. It is said the Critic is 
also for sale. Possibly the money which it 
takes to run them may be needed to pay law- 
yers for the second trial.

A reporter made a copy of the letter. went to 
Chase's office, read the contents to bim, and 
asked him what be had to say.

Ihe vext thing the Law Department 
beard of tbe judameut was that it had been as- 
signed to A. 8. Trude. After this fact was 
learned one ot the Menges ca:led onacity law- 
officer and igquired about its status, be having 
an ides that Mr. Coase bad secured $2,600. He 
was ted that the amount was $2,000, and that 
an assigument was of record.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 


Célebration of the Forty-ninth Anni- 
versary of Mis Consetration as Bish- 


al Svecial Dispatch to The C. caso Tribune. 

CracinwNAtt, O., Oct. 18,—Archbishop Pur- 
cell today celebrated the forty-ninth enni- 
versary of bis consecration as Bishop of Cin- 
einuatl. He is one of the oldest Bishops in 
the world. His consecration took place in 
the cathedral in Baltimore in 1838, in the 
presence of a congregation which was esti- 
mated to number 4.000. He was then 33 
years of age, and had become distinguished 
for his thevlugical a¢umen and devotion to 
tne chureh.

Tokens of esteem were 
presented to him, and an address was pre- 
pared expressive of the high estimation in 
which he is hela by the clergy of the diocese.

| The Development of English Literature 


and Language. 

To the long listof writers who have choseu 
for their theme the growth and progress of 
English literature we now add another name, 
that of Prof. A. II. Welsh, whose two-volume 
work on The Development of English Lit- 
erature and Language” has just been pub- 
lished by S. C. Griggs & Co., of this city. In 
many respects thisisa notable production. 
To enter the lists with men like Taine, Craik, 
Angus, Bascom, Hazlitt, and others was a 
bold venture; to have won the right to stand 
on an equality with the best of them is an 
honor of which any man might well be 
proud. We are greatly mistaken if Mr, 
Welsh’s book, in scholarship and literary 
workmanship, does not at once take rank with 
the first authorities, while in mode of treat- 
ment, arrangement of topics, and ex- 
tent of ground covered it is superior 
to the. majority, if not to all. No 
work is perfect, and as faults or 
defects have been found in and with the 
books of Mr. Welsh’s predecessors, so, also, 
as we shall show further on, there are points 
whereon the critic and the author may and 
probably will differ in regard to this work. 
But of the book as a whole, considering its 
scope, method, and skill in execution, we are 
inelined to echo the claim set forth in the 
prospectus, that it is the “ ablest”’ of its kind 
„that has appeared on this increasingly-im- 
portant subject.“ Two things are evident in 
connection with any attempts to write 
historical works covering a wide field, 
whether of history proper or of its com- 
ponent parts, of which literature is not the 
least important. In the first place, original- 
ity as to facts is not antieipated; the original- 
ity ean only come in arrangement and pre- 
sentation. In the second place, the last 
writer has a decided advantage over those 
who preceded him in that he can levy con- 
tributions at will upon the recorded results 
of their labors. And in the third 
place the scepe widens for each newcomer; 
he is able to extend the length and breagth 
of his studies and thus elaborate a more com- 
plete and finished whole. In these three 
particulars, originality of arrangement, 
judicious use of the facts accuniulated by 
others, and extent of his history, Mr. Weish’s 
work is the best of which we have any knowl- 
edge. 

In arrangement it is very evident that 
Prof. Weish has sought primarily to assist 
in the study of the subject treated rather 
than to formulate attractive paragraphs for 
the benefit of the general reader. To so pre- 


sent his facts that they might be easily re- 
/ membered was 4 distinct purpose in the 


author’s mind, and one which has 
been faithfully carried out. Where 
Taine would be condemned for diffuse- 
ness and ~prolixity, or Craik criticised 
for too great condensation, or others 
objected to on the score of excessive chron- 
ological detail, Mr. Welsh has chosen the 
happy medium and given all the facts clear- 
ly, tersely, and connectedly. His idea has 
been to unite facts and philosophy, narrative 
and reflection of objective description, and 
subjective meditation. Each leading author 
is discussed under the classified heads of 
Biography, Writings, Style, Rank, Character, 
and Influence. “One thing at a time” is 
recognized as the condition for all efficient 
activity. Further than this, the work is 
divided into periods—Formative, Initiative, 
Retrogressive, First Creative, Philosophie, 
First ‘Transition, Critical and Diff usive—and 
each of these periods is introduced by — 

t

the comprehensiveness of 
general work is greatly increased, 
both the student and the general reader 
finds himself introduced to each author, 
with a clear idea of the times in which that 
author lived and the influences surrounding 
him. Every fact is presented in logical se- 
quence without the entanglement of topics 
so prevalent in current text-books. “ ‘The 
work goes back to the pre-English ages indi- 
cating the elements of the English nacion, the 
controlling qualities of English civilization, 


} showing the source from which the speech 


and literature have been derived.” A single 
quotation will help to show how thorough is 
the preliminary work before we are brought 
face to face with the theme itself. The first 
periodic subdivision is the Formative Pe- 
ridd—the People.“ Under this head are 
treated: Britain—Primitive Inhabitants;

Howells’ Last Novel. 

“A Modern Instance,” Howells’ latest 
book, is the least agreeable of his many sto- 
ries, Not but what his characters are strong, 
well drawn, and possibly true to life. But 
they are not pleasant characters to read 
about. Bartley Hubbard, the man whom 
the heroine marries, is a contemptible scamp, 
and drags his wife through a miserable ex- 
istence, while she has only love for him. In 
her narrow-mindedness she thinks every one 
sees him as she does, and consequently suf- 
fers all the tortures of jealousy. It is impos- 
sibie to avoid a feeling of irritation at her in- 
fatuation and complete blindness as to the 
character of the man she has married. 

In the first chapter the trust and simplicity 
still prevalent in a portion of New England 
is widened when Marcia (the heroine) comes 
in at midnight from a sleigh ride, and, in- 
viting her escort to follow her, they sit for 
an hour or two together till the lamp grows 
dim, and all that is expected of them is that 
her parents shall not be waked up.” The 
scene of this story is laid in the Village of 
Equity, which is Marcta’s home. Her fa- 
ther, "Squire Gaylord, is the shrewd New 
England lawyer. a man of few words, but 
cutting insarcasm, Ile is one of the E 
est charactets in the book. Marein, in a fit 
of jealousy, breaks her engageinent with 
Bart the day after she accepted him, 
gives him back his ring, but before he leaves 
town finds that she can't live without him, 
so waylays him at the station; they go in 
search of aclergyman, and in fifteen min- 
utes are married. During the three yeurs 
that they live together she is cease- 
lesiy taunted with the fact of having 
flung herself at him. Marcia - writes 
howe to her father what she has done; then 
she and Bartley ” to Boston, where they 
strugale along.

The Soiution ef the Pyramid Question. 

The proposition that the pyramids were 
built for the purposes of land surveying after 
the obliteration of land-marks by the Nile 
floods, advanced by the author of this 
volume, is the most sensible one that 
has yet been made public. The only 
point necessary to its validjty is the 
proof that when the pyramids were 
built there was individual property in land. 
That is doubtful. We have no records of 
anything of the kind. ‘The earliest land 
transaction reported was Abraham's pur- 
chase of a cave in which to place the 
body of his wife Sarah. It is 
true the place is called a “field”: but we 
have no warrant for believing that anything 
was bought except the place in which to de- 
posit the body, which prevented the degra- 
dation of putting it in a dug pit or the leav- 
ing of the body exposed to beasts of prey.

“Alliterated Temperance” is the title of a 
genuine literary curiosity, written by the 
Rev, James Nelson Hulme, M. D., of this 
city, who has also been the author of other 
temperance publications. We do not imag- 
ine the present work will largely advance 
the cause of temperance, since a person ad- 
dicted to his cups would fancy himself in 
the delirium tremens before he was half 
through. The entire work, title-page, prose 
pretros, and a poem seventy-five pages in 
ength are written alliteratively, the letter A 
alone being used. The rigid fetters which 
thus bind our author lead him into extraor- 
dinary excursions among strange verbal re- 
gions. seeking for his words, but what might 
appear strange to the réader is explained by 
copleus notes. As an instance of. apt allit- 
eration’s artful ald“ the book is a curiosity, 
but it can hardly be recommended to the 
perusal of intemperate persons without the 
danger of consignimg them to asylums. Itis 
printed by the Legal News Company. 


Theological and Philosophical. 
The little volume. Mysteries of Godliness,” 


published by J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Phil- 


acielphia, is the work of a layman, Horatio 
G. Kern. It treats of eternity, trinity of the 
Deity, immortality of the soul, origina! sin, 
atonement, God’s sovereignty and man’s free 
agency, resurrection of the dead, Clirist’s 
resurrected body, judgment, consummation 
of the ages. We find nothing in it that has 
not been presented to the public often before. 
In the main the writer adopts the New 
Church, or Swedenborgian, views. He spirit- 
ualizes all of the Scriptural teachings re- 
specting the resurrection, the judgment, the 
second advent, and the end of the world. He 
is a firm believer in the authority of Script- 
ure as he construes the word. The difficulty 
is to believe that the sacred writers could 
have used such language on che various sub- 
jects here treated of if they meant to teach 
the doctrines set forth by this author. 


The Rev. Asa Mahan, D. D., bas put forth 
a volume on Mental Philosophy, which is 

ublished by S. C. Griggs & Co., of Chicago. 
‘he work is designed to bring within mod- 
erate compass (285 duodecimo pages) the au- 
thor’s views on the whole subject of psychol- 
ogy. including the departments of intellect, 
sensibility, and will. Dr. Mahan's style is 
clear and his meaning is seldom doubtful. 
He follows Hamilton at times too closely. 
For example, he contends that we are con- 
scious of all the external objects which we 
perceive—a position that involves a wrong 
definition of consciousness. We, however, 
agree with him that we directly perceive the 
external world. His use of the term sense 
for perception? will be questioned. He 
dissents from Hickok and others in regard 
to a priori knowledge, and the assump- 
tion that we do not know things as 
* appear to us. On the whole subject 
of knowledge by perception and the exercise 
of reason the author says wany striking and 
valuable things. His views respecting the 


lack of inteiligence in brutes will not be ap- 


proved by most philosophers at thisday. His 
discussion of the will is able, but by no 
means cxhaustive. The work is designed 
for the use of students, who cannot master 
the larger treatises in the time usually de- 
voted to mental philosophy in schools and 
colleges. The arrangementof topics and the 
general treatment of them in this volume 
adapt it to the use for which it is intended to 
an unusual degree. If the authorerrs it is 
generally on the safe side. The Kantian 
philosophy, which he repudiates, tends to 
unsettle the foundations of knowledge. At 
least it conflicts at many points with the 
common convictions of mankind. Dr: Mahan 
agrees more nearly with the Scotch philoso- 
phers. 


“My Portfolio” is the title of a collection 
of essays by Austiu Phelps, D. D., late Pro- 
fessor in Andover Theological Seminary. 
The publishers are Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
of New York. These essays have appeared 
during the last few years in the Conyrege- 
tiomalist, the I? endent, the Christian 
Union, and the Sunday-School Times. 
There are thirty-one of them. The topics are 
such as the following: A Pastor of the Last 
Generation (Eliakim Phelps, D. D., father of 
the writer); The Rights of Believers in An- 
cient Creeds; The Christian Theory of 
Amusements; Ought the Pulpit to Ignore 
Spiritualism 3 Congregationalists and Pres- 
byterians, a Plea for Union; The Preachin 
of Albert Barnes; Hints Auxiliary to Fait 
in Prayer; What Do We Know of the Heav- 
enly Life? Those who are familiar with the 
writings of Prof. Phelps are already pre- 
pared to appreciate the fine style, the judi- 
ious tone and character, and the devout spirit 
of these essays. They are well worth a care- 
ful reading and a place in every Christian 
family. 

The Greatness of Christ, and Other Ser- 
mons,” is a volume by Alex. Crummell, rector 
of St. Luke’s Church, Washington, D. C. 
Mt. Crummeli is of African descent, well 
educated, and an earnest, practical, intelli- 
gent preacher. In this selection of sermons 
there are no controversial discourses, none 
ot sectarian bearing. Among the practical 
sermons we finda good one on the assasina- 
tion of President Garfield and one on the 
destined superiority of the negro. There is 
an appreciative introduction by the Rt.-Rev. 
Thomas M. Clark, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 
Rhode Island. 


Among the numerous works lately issued 
and bearing the title The Life of Christ,” 
few are more deserving of attention than that 
which was published some years ago by 
William Hanna, D. D., of Scotland. the son- 
in-law of the celebrated Dr. Thomas Chal- 
mers. A new edition of this excellent work 
has just been published by the American 
Tract Society. it isa handsome octavo of 
l pages. It contains an accurate map of 
Palestine and Jerusalem, together with many 
fine illustrations of places and scenes in the 
lite of our Lord. The volume was first issucd 
nine years ago, after the author had made 
a personal visit to the Holy Land. Dr. Han- 
na is a learned discriminating writer. In 
the present work he considers the earlier 

ears of our Lord's life, His ministry in Gali- 
ee, the close of His ministry, the passion 
week, the last day of His passion, and the 
forty days after His resurrection. While the 
writer has refrained from critical and duvc- 
trina! discussions,’ he has endeavored to pre- 
sent a harmony of the accounts given by the 
four evangelists, and to furnish a connected 
narrative of the Savior’s life and work, in- 
cludi “the characters, motives, and feel- 
ings of the different actors and spectators in 
the events described. The author notices 
the theories of skeptical writers. and bases 
his own conelusions upon the investigations 
of critical scholars of the highest repute. 
This work may be safely commended to in- 
tellicent and candid readers of every class.

Courtship Among the Choctaws, 

There are still 2,000 Choctaws living in 
their ancestral homes in Mississippi, and, on 
the authority of Mr. H. S. Halbert, they re- 
tain in all their pristine vigor most of the 
usages of their ancestors. Among these the 
methods employed in conducting a courtship 
and performing a marriage are curious. 
When a young Choctaw of Kemper or Ne- 
shoba County sees a maiden who pleases his 
fancy he watches his opportunity unti! he 
finds her alone. He then advances within a 
short distance and gently lets tall a pebble at 
her feet. He may have to do this two or 
three times before he attracts the maiden’s 
attention, when, if this pebble throwing is 
agreeable, she soon makes it manifest. It 
otherwise, a scornful look and a decided 
ekwah indicate that his s it is in vain. 
Sometimes, instead of throwing pebbles, 
the suitor enters the maiden's cabin and lays 
his Hat upon her bed. If the man’s suit be 
acceptable, the hat is permitted to remain, 
but if she be unwilling to de his bride itis 
instantly removed. Whichever method be 
employed, the rejected suitor knows that it 
is useless to press his suit, and beats as grace- 
ful a retreat as possible. When a marriage 
is agreed upon, the time and piace are fixed 
for the ceremony. ‘The relatives and friends 
of the bride and bridegroom meet at their 
respective homes, and froin thence march to 
the marriage ground, halt a short dis- 
tance from one another. The broth- 
ers of the bride go across to the op- 
posit party and bring forward the 
bridegroom, who is then seated upon a 
blanket spread upon the ground. The sis- 
ters of the bridegroom then do likewise by 
going over and bringing forward the bride. 
She is expected to break loose and run, but 
of course is pursued, captured, and brought 
back to be seated by the side of the bride- 
groom. All the parties now cluster around 
the couple; the woman’s relatives bring for- 
ward a bag of bread—a lingering symbol of 
the time when the women had to raise the 
corn; the man's relatives a bag of meat. in 
memory of the days when the man should 
have provided the household with game. 
Next, presents of various sorts are showered 
on the couple, who all this time sit still, not 
even speaking a word. With the last pres- 
ent they arise, now man and wife, and, just 
as in civilized life, provisions are spread, and 
the ceremony is rounded off with a feast,

Experiments in Wheat-Ralising at the 
Missouri Agricultural College. 

The experiments made with twelve varie- 
ties of wheat on the Missouri Agricultural 
College farm show that the best yields were 
from the Fultz variety, which yielded sixty- 
four pounds eight ounces to the bushel, forty 
bushels to the acre, and eighty-seven pounds 
straw to the businel, the length of straw be- 
ing four and one-eighth feet, Of the newer 
varieties the Ostery seemed to be the most 
promising, the seed of which came from 
Russia in 1877, and its average yield since 
has been thirty-two and a quarter bushels to 
the acre, and average weight sixty-two 
pounds two ounces—heavier than any other 
white wheat the college has grown. It is ex- 
tremely hardy, ripens early, and the 
straw is stiff. The “Sparks Swamp” 
appears to be identical with the old Mediter- 
ranean variety. 
found to ripen too late to be of value, and 
„Bennett made too heavy a growth of 
straw, though it may do better in a drier sea- 
son. Dallas and **Wysor” wheat were 
unsatisfactory, ripening too late for the cli- 
mate. 

The Prairie Farmer thinks that, the game 
causes which operated in the northern and 
middle counties of Ulinois to bring about u 
resunuiption of the reign of the winter wheat 
crop after an intermission of from twenty to 
twenty-five years will lead to a return of 
spring wheat cultivation to the old spring- 
wheat regions in Lilinois, lowe, and Wiscon- 
sin. Ht is lieved that the soil 
of this region by parting with an 
excess Of vegetable matter will soon 
have returned tosomething near its old cro 
producing capacity in spring wheat. It is 
concluded, from observations made in winter- 
wheat dist:icts that an excess of vegetable 
matter and nitrogen, instead of. a deficiency 
of alkali or the phosphates, is the cause of 
the present uncertainty and often unprofit- 
| ableness of spring wheat in these sections 
which once yielded so prolifically, 


The Need for Reform in the Dressed- 
Poultry Trade. 

Mention has already been made of the re- 
cent regulationgadopted in New York City in 
regard to the shipment of dressed poultry, A 
stringent ordinance in respect to this subject 
might not be amiss lu this city. Itis doubtful 
if another place of any prominence could be 
found in the country where poultry arrives 
in such wretched condition as it does in this 
City of Chicago. Dressed stock is scalded, 
half picked, bruised and jammed into all 
sorts of traps from an gid shoe-box to a 
cast-away barrel or washtub and sent to 
market, the shipper expectaig his commis- 
sion-man to get the highest price for him. 
When this mess freezes, as it often does 
matters are still worse, for the turkeys an 
chickens frozen stiff are torn out of the dar- 
reis a tangle of stiff necks and legs, with 
not an inviti luok about em. All this 
wight easily avoided. There is no rea- 
son why dresset gtock should not be 
sent forward rricely packed In suitable cases 
and dressed with gare, with head and legs 
off, and all ready fer the kitehen, as it is re- 
quired to be in the Boston market. The loss 
in weight by removing the head and feet 
would be more that ,compensated for by the 
nie straight pre Mud careful, dry-pick- 
ing which gives the flesh the soft, white ap- 
pearance which at once attracts the notice 
of the buyer and brings the seller the high- 
est price. 

‘Lhe American Cultivator gives the fol- 
lowing instructions for dressing fowls for the 
Boston market. upon which the New York 
ordinance is based: 

Fow! sbould, of course, be killed in the mast 
merciful way, and our dealers believe it can be 
best doe by vutung the jugular vein in the 
neck. ‘This is not only un expeditious method 
of cauamg death, but the fowi bleeds treely and 
F jeaves the esu perfectiy white. As svon as 
deat ensues, pluck at once while the bird is 
warm, us the process cau then be aon plished 
much more rapidly than if the bird is loved 
to hang vatiicold. Never écald a fowlif it cana 
be helped. for wet-picked poultry is hat wanted 
ju tui market and only sells for low prices. As 
8000 as the fow! is picked, take off the head at 
the throat, strip the blood out of the nech, peel 
back the skin a littl, remove a portion of the 
neck-bone, then. just before packing, draw the 
skin over the end and tie and trim neatly. 

The law requires that the intestiaes shall be 
drawn, and this requirement should be careful- 
ly attended to. The incision for taking out the 
intestines must be small as poasible, and the 
wiazard, heart, ete., should be left iu. 

With live poultry the situation in Chicago 
is even worse. Crowded into conutemptible 
little racks or cages, many of which are not 
bigh enough for the fowl to stand ercet, the 
pour birds suffer terribly, and scarcely one of 
these cages arrives in which one or many 
birds are net trampled to death, The fowl 
Also contract disease huddled so closely to- 
gether sometimes until they are sold. lose 
weight fur lack of sufficient food, and be- 
come wholly unfit to eat. Coops of live 
poultry as they are shipped io here and 
stacked up on South Water street are often 
fit objects for the attention of the Society for 
we Prevention of Cruelty to Aulmals. 

An Undersuppiy of Native Fruits. 

Vick’s Monthly says there has been an 
undersupply of native fruits in all the North- 
ern markets this season. This is in the face 
of a flourishing state of hortieplture. The 
shortage and consequent tendency to higher 
prices is accounted for by the increase in the 
population of cities bringing with it a great- 
er demand; the fact that fresh fruit is more 
a common article of food than formerly: to 
the enormous quantity used by the canning 
and drying establishments, and to the great 
and growing foreign demand, The demand 
is outgrowing the supply. The cultivation 
of fruits is increasing, but several years are 
required to bring orchards into bearing, and 
small fruits which produce seoner are 
quickly taken by canners, so that the supply 
af them is even behind the times. Those 
having suitable lands are recommended to 
plant fruit-trees, which, with proper atten- 
Loh, promise to yield handsome returns.

The “ Everlasting Raspberry” yields fruit, 
as its name implies, till the snow comes. It was 
found growing wild in Peonsyivaoia, and is now 
cultivated, It yields an average crop in the 
berry season, and about the close fruit ripens 
on the new canes. The vine blossoms till frost 
kilis it. The fruft is said to be solid ahd sweet, 
but not su juicy as other black caps. lt is not 
like the monthly raspberries. 


Cincinnati has received about 1,500,000 
baskets of peaches this season, and about 500,000 
went direct to New England cities. The Baltimore 
and Pultadelphia cauuey ate said to have used 
up another miliion and a haft baskets. Rixoty 
evaporating establishments have been engaged 
in 2 and Maryland ever since June 
fruit has been ripe. Preservers have taken lib- 
eraily the large crop, believing it well to provide 
tor a possibie short supply in 188. 


The war against the little English sparrow 
continues to rage with uhabated fury, and it 
would seem that he, like the “heathen Culuee.“ 
„must go.“ A farmer near Montreal, Canada, 
is going to sue the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty ta Animale for baving imported spar- 
rows. He estimates the number of sparrows on 
bis land at 5,000, and says that they bave enten 
thirty acres of barley, destroyed hf potatoes, 
and made ba voc with his early vegetables. 


England has a surplus of mules. During 
the Egyptian war the Goverament bought the 
animals everywhere, evea taking over a cargo 
from Kestucky to be shipped to Egypt. When 
the war was euded the — — was stopped. 
and it s estimated that Engiand has now about 
10,000 mules out of employmest.” Prices sre 
supposed to be lower there than bere, and it is 
not unlikely that a lot of these mules will be 
sent over to cultivate the Southern cotton- fields. 


W. A. Gosnell, of Kansas City, in a lecture 
on Does Geology Teach Usb Anything in Seilect- 
ing a Location for Fruit?’ detivered before the 
Missouri Valley Horticultural Society, concludes 
thus: “In all of the teachings of geology asa 
science [ have failed to tied anything that dic- 
tates to me where | might d ohe spot or 
location above anuther that is suitably adapted 
to the varied wants of all fruits grown and 
cultivated to meet and satlate the required 
wauts of man. and beuce I unhesitattngly say 
that geology does not teach us auy thing in select- 
ing u locaden for fruit any More than it dictates 
what man shall eat. or whether it shail be the 
horse, the ox. or mule that fle shail employ in 
subduing tbe wild, untenagtabie plains, valteys. 
or tields of earth, in order to make them yieid 
obedience to bis wiil.”’ 


Gov. Smith, in his address at the Vermont 
State Fair, regrets the“ alarming decrease in 
the farming land in New England.“ and appeals 
to the young men to seek, * by judicious, intelli- 
gent farming,” to reclaim their lands, instead of 
forsaking them for new homes in the Far West, 
where there are countiess failures which are 
seldom beard of, wulle the cases of eminent suc- 
cess are painted in glowing colors. Ne says: 
“To young men eager to follow this road 1 
would say resist the syren voice which whispers 
to you of goideu prospects in tac West; take the 
capital which you Would invest in Utting your 
farms there and invest it bere, and wi'h the 
same energy, enterprise, and patient walling 
you will assurediy succeed, for io your native 
soll lies hidden as pure and precious gold us can 
be found in the ester pratries; dig for it 
bere, and be assured thefe is in store for you 
position, wealth, and power,”’ 


James Caird, high authority in England 
on agricultural matters, says: * The introduc- 
tion of foreign meat and cereals is of immense 
benefit to the consuming classes of Hurope. 
American statesmen believe they are rapidly 
gaining control of this trade, and can maiataia 
it even at lower prices. It must be met by the 
production bere of articles which will not bear 
long storage or carriage, such as milk, fresh 
butter, euriy vegetables, meat. hay, straw, pota- 
toes, and the sugar beet. The drain of agricult- 
ural labor and capitai to the United States and 
Canada, which has already begun, which noth- 
ing can prevent from contivulng and increas- 
ing, witl alter the existing cond:tions of agri- 
cultural propertv in England. Our agriculture 
must adapt itself to the change; freely accept- 
ing the good it brings andskiilfully using the ad- 
vantages which greater proximity to the best 
market must always command.”

Professional. Exhibitors the Bane 
of the County Fairs. 


Growing Idee in Shropshire Down Sheep 
-A Register Wanted for This Breed. 


High-Bred Bulls as Missionaries— 
The Policy of Low Prices. 


Kansas City Fat-Stock Show—Matters of Moment to 
Jersey Breeders—Short Items of Laterest. 


Professional Exbibitors. 

Now that the regular annua) fair season is 
ended many local breeders of pure stock are 
scanning the lists of awards. ‘They see there 
that those who make a business of getting to- 
gether a flock, à herd, or astud with which 
to go on a starring tour from county to 
county, and from State to State, have again 
sytceeded in gathering to themselves a 
goodly share of the shekels collected by the 
fair association from the people of the vicin- 
ity. Against the system which fosters the 
jnterests of these professional exhibitors 
many breeders of good standing nave for 
some time pretested, and still protest vainiy. 
They urge, and with reason, that local breed- 
ers and owners are deterred from showing 
their stock by the fact that they must com- 
pete against those who have picked from 
many herds the best they could buy, and have 
thus secured a herd of greater size, uniform- 
ity, beauty, and, perhaps, value as breeders, 
than cam be found in local herds not gath- 
ered in this way. 

There is, of course, nothing legally or mor- 
ally wrong iu thus going about the country 
with a herd collected with much care and 
cost, and taking as many of the purses and as 
much of the plate offered as can be honestly 
won. Nor can it be denied that the profession- 
al exhibitors are educators of the people. The 
question is, whether the lessons they teach 
may not be learned at smaller cost. These 
picked herds should be made to draw crowds 
of people through the gates; butitis not gen- 
erally believed that the increase they bring 
in gate money more than equals the amount 
they take away in premiums, There can be 
no doubt of the fact that the number of en- 
tries is far less than it would be if the own- 
ers of genuine home-bred herds knew they 
would not be brought into competition with 
professionals, a competition in most cases 
3 hope of success for the local exhib- 

lor, 

Few judges at local or country fairs would 
have the courage to award the more impor- 
tant premiums to the local exhibitor, even if 
they felt that the honors justly belonged 
there, lest they should be charged with fa- 
voring their neighbors unfairly. Few are 
strong enough to set aside the decisions of 
judges at the State fairs and to declare that 
tbe local herd is better than those shown 
where many are gathered. The policy of 
most fair associations is, of course, 
to induce as many as will to come with their 
attractions, and if the traveling exhibition 
can neither win the best prizes fairly, nor 
coax. nor buildoze the management into 
awarding to him all there is worth having, 
hö will declare that he has been unfairly 
treated, that no stranger cah get justice 
within the gates of that association, 
he will carry the tale of his wrongs to the 
ears of all other exhibitors, that y may 
steer clear of a place where there is no hope 
of winning money enough to pay expenses, 
Any one who has served on a committee on 
awards knows what influences are brought 
to bear upon the members. 

It is not impossible that this matter may be 
in some degree if not entirely remedied by 
debarrine professional exhibitors from com- 
voting in the close classes which can be pro- 
vided for local breeders. The prizes for the 
free-for-all classes may be made great 
enough to induce the professionals to bring 
stock, thus adding to the attraction of the 
fair, and helping to educate the masses, while 
the exhibitor would get the advertising for 
which his sou! thirsteth, and, if as success- 
ful as ene or two have been this year, cash 


enough to pay all expenses and leave a hand- 
some profit, 


Shropshire Downs, 

Combining as they do a heavy carcass of 
choice mutton with a fleece of good weight 
and of that fine medium staple which never 
goes out of favor, the Shropshire Down 
sheep are rapidjy risma in popularity with 
American breeders. They are vigorous, 
hardy, and stand close herding in large 
flocks without loss of size or stamina; the 
ewes are careful mothers and good nurses, 
yielding plenty of ‘milk; they are prolific, 
flocks frequently producing 40 per cent of 
twins; they are hearty feeders and have un- 
usually great powers for assimilation of 
food, therefore they attain great weights 
early age; yet they kill well, 
giving a large proportion of choice meat. 
The quality of their flesh is such that if it 
could be generally introduced to our mar- 
kets its use would quickly banish the preju- 


oe so many Americans have against mut- 
on. 

Almost a century has passed since the 
foundations of the Shropshire Down breed 
were laid by crossing the Cotswold and the 
Leicester upon the original stock found on 
Morfe Common, a tract of some 600,000 acres 
in England, The original sheep haa horns, 
and brown or black faces. The horns they 
have lost, but the brown faces are retained, 
and the legs are dark — In those parts 
of America where woo 4 is the object 


for which the flock is kept the Shropshfres 


will be found profitable; where both wool 
and mutton find ready market it may well be 
doubted if a better breed can be kept. 
liportations of Shropshires to America 
are increasing in volume and in frequency, 
Phere are in the vicinity of Chicago a num- 
ber of flocks of much merit, and other flocks 
are scattered through he country from 
Canada to Texas. For the good of a land 
Which, im the first seven months of this year, 
paid more than $40,000,000 to other co. ntries 
tot Wool and woolen goods, it is to be hoped 
that every reasonable effort will be made to 
extend a Knowledge of the characteristies of 
this breed, and to impress its value upon the 
minds of our people. 
reeders’ of Shropshires in America are 
thinking of taking measures for opening a 
register in which, under proper regulations 
as to proof of pure breedinz, ete., Shrop- 
hires ju America may be entered. Steps 
ave already been taken ip this city tor open- 
ing such a record, wherein entries may be 


made at once Upon payment of a small fee to 
cover cost. 


The Policy of Law Prices.

There are four dining-rooms—oue for the men 
clerks, one for the giris, ove tur the workwomen, 
and one for the rters, messengers, and dri- 
vers. The menu for dioner we saw; it cunsisted 
of soup, one kind of meut, one kind of vegetabies, 
and dessert, aud for exch persona a half-bottie 
of wine. Coffee is extra; it costs two cents for 
a smull cup, and three cents fur the larger ones. 
The kitchen was very ioteresting. Turee bun- 
dred people are employed there as walters in 
the dininog-roome. The ketties are tectly 
immeuse; they must be certainly three fee 
bigh, and I am sure no man could meet bis arms 
around ove of nem. Of course, woon whey are 
full and hot, they are beyond the ability of au 
man to move, so pulleys are arranged whic 
lift the ketties from the fire and piace them 
where they are wanted. 

For the clerks there is a room for amusement, 
where there ure billiard-tabies, chess, checkers, 
dominoes, etc., but no ca: d- playing is allowed, 
The lady cierks have also u .pieasaat little par- 
lor, where thereisa piano and where they can 
spend their evenings wheu they chouse, Each 
girl bas a room entirely to herseif, which is 
piainiy furnibed. There are rules to be ob- 
served by all, but thev are not burdensome or 
oppressive; the doors are not closed on week- 
davs until 11. and on Sunday until 12:30 at night: 
but the occupations and entertainmeuts must 
make it more enticing to remain at dome than 
to go out. 

Every one in the service of the Bou Marché 
receives a certain commission on everyth 
suid or delivered, and after a certain number o 
years’ service each acquires an interest in the 
store that increases yearly. It seems to me this 
is one of the most complete, most beneticiai 
works of bénevolence that I have known. It 
would be almost impossihe to think of any de- 
tails that are not attended to. There ist barber's 
shop in the building for the use of employés; a 
physician is employed by the store, aud hs 
services are free tojall; moreover, there is au 
infirmary in another part of the city where 
those who are sick are cared for; indeed, a pair 
of boots is biacked for every member of the es- 
tablisifment every day. We asked if any board 
was paid, and the answer was No“; but I sup- 
pose at least some difference is mude in the 
salary.

A GOSPEL ADDRESS. 

Dr. Mackay read from I. Corinthians, I., 
21. He said the keynote of all Christian 
preaching was that they must preach Christ 
— The subject was marked out for 
them, and they left it at their peril. That 
was their ove theme, and with that they had 
a sure and certain result. World patching 
and reforming they left with others; they 
took their march orders direct frou their 
Master. The — ercreated much laughter 
by his graphic and amusing paraphrases of 
certain passages in Biblical history, notably 
the building of the ark and the 
blowing of rams’ horns under the 
Walls of Jericho. His point was that the 
work commanded by God often appeared 
weak and foolish to man, but that ie whan 
always justified by the result. Many had 
said that the power of preaching was going 
down, but he did not believe it. Not even 
the printed page could take the place of 
preaching until God's work was done. And 
above all else, God's preachers must preach 
Christcrucified. The man who talked about 
intellectualism and ignored wisdom of 
God was a foolat heart. So, too, with the 
itimentalists, with their ecclesiastical 
millinery and machinery of which he 
thanked God that he knew nothing. 
Christians did not want the patron- 
age of those who talked of Christ as 
a moralist, and ranked Him: with 
Confucius and Plato. They preached a cru- 
citied Savior. They wanted neither the Ro- 
manist who offered a crucifix without a 
Christ nor the moralist who offered a Christ 
without across. Sweet acting and beautiful 
playing, estheticisin and religiousness were 
not Christianity, and had nothing in common 
with the stern theology of the Bible. God's 
race and justice were equal to one another. 
zod loved the sinner while he hated the sin, 
and ipfinit. wisdom had taken truth in one 
hand andsimerey in the other and united them 
at the Cross of Calvary. Christ did notcome 
to save saluts, but to call sinners to repent- 
ance. It was no use to argue with the Devil, 
and Christians must not build upon their 
conversion or their works, but build upon

IMMIGRANT INSPECTION. 


National Board of Health—Operations 
in the Western District During the 
Month of September, 18832. 

Special Dievatch te The Chica Tribur-. 

SPRINGFIELD. III., Oct. 13.—Dr. John II. 
Rauch, Supervising Inspector of the lnmi- 
grant Inspection Service for the Western 
District, has forwarded to the National 
Board of Health his report of operations in 
the Western District during the month of 
September. From this it appears that during 
the past month there have arrived and been 
inspected in this district, comprising the 
States of Indiana, Lilinois, and Missouri, a 
total of 14,404 immigrants, of which number 
2.918, or about one-fifth, were found imper- 
fectly or not at all protected against smalt- 
pox, liable to contract the disease and to 
propagate the contagion. Of these, 24 had 
never before been vaccinated, among which 
were many adults. 

There were found in transitu five cases of 
small-pox, whieh were removed to hospital 
in St. Louis and Chicago respectively, the 
necessary precautions taken with those who 
had been exposed, and the cars and belong- 
ings thoroughly cleansed and disinfected, 

The report continues: 

Conceruing character of the pro- 
tective work done by steamship sur 
geons, there is still the same disparity 
noted as bas been commented upou before. 
Passevogers arriving by vessels of the same lire 
present the 2 marked contrasts. On one, 
the surgeon will have made a careful ins 
and have vaccinated or revaccinated all un- 
protected or doubtful cases; on the very next 
arrival by the same line, evidences of gross 
careiesness will de found in children of all 
ages bolding the surgeon's cards, but without 
auy personal evidence of ever baving been vac- 
cinated; and, in the case of adults, uot re- 


* accinated since infancy, but similarly equipped 


witn cards to secure them, in several languages, 

* against detenuon on railroads in the United 
States. 

Copies of my previous reports, forwarded to 
the officers of the various hoes, bave ia many 
cases, it is believed, been productive of im- 
provement in this respect; but the steamship 
medical service is not yet by any means what it 
shuuild be in its treatment of immigrant passen- 
— with regurd to the preservation of bealth. 

the absence of any adequate Nadona! legisia- 
hon prohibiting the introduction of foreign 
pestilence, and the want of proper State and 
local legisiation, 1 know of no better metbod of 
securing the result, under present conditions, 
than by giving publicity to the character of the 
work done by each surgeon, as shown in t 
condition of the immigrants pasding warouguù bis 
bands and arriving in the interior. 

The most notabie line for disregard of vac- 
einal protection of its pameonaese is the Ameri- 
can, of Philadelphia. one instance twelve 
passengers outof fifty by the steamer Pennsyl- 
vania, of this line, were found totally uupro- 
tected, never Bbaving been vyuaccinat at all, 
Yet every one bad been furnished with a steam.

in Illinois but one case (a mild variolvid) which 
could be attribated to Boston in something over 
a year. 

tvidence of the growing interest in this pro- 
tective measure jis found ſu the increasing num- 
bors of immigrants vaccivuated or revaccinated 
before sailing. This is esveciaily true of the 
Engiist and Scotch, and ina great measure off- 
sets the occasional op uon tothe inspection 
met with from bodived vais of the same nauonal- 
ies, and which seems to be due to the anti-vac- 
cinatiovists of Great Britain. 

Vaccivation performed at this time—i.e., prior 
to sailing, bas tbe advantage of’ enabling the 
steamsbip surgeon to judge of its effectiveness 
during the voyage; and it would be a decided 
Improvement on the present general pian of 
‘waiting until the last suf the voyage if the 

surgeon would perform the operation as soon 
after leaving port as practicabdle. This would 

ive him an oppostunity of II value of 

he virus and result of his work ides facuili- 
tating the labor of inspection u and after 
arrival. I think mat a circular letter from the 
board making this request of the managers of 
the various steamship lines would meet with a 
favorable reception. 

The disparity in the resuits of vace ination 
performed on shipboard is due possibly as 
much to the method of performing the opera- 
tion as to the character of the virus employed. 
though there is, doubtless, much of this used 
which has become inert, either from being kept 
too long or from ex ure to the salt moist at- 
mosphere. Botb these ovils would be more 
likely to be remedied if the surgeon was abie to 
follow up the results of his work. 

As all doubtful cases in this district—that is, 
those in which the evidence of proper vaccinail 
protection is not clear and unmistakabie—are 
carefully vaccinated with virus seidom more 
than seventy-two hours from the heifer. it is 
probable that those passing through our hands 
are more thoroughiy protected than many of 
our citizens.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was moderately act- 
ive and quoted a sbade easier, but without 
change in rates. The easiertone here was due 
to a similar tone in Boston and New York. 
There was a fair city inquiry for joans, and not 
much doing on country account. Rates were 
quoted at 7@8 per cent—the inside for first-class 
paper. 
Eastern exchange was easier. Sales were 
made at par between banks in the morning, but 
there was a better demand ip the afternoon, and 
arge sales were made at 25c premium per $1,000. 
The market closed strong. 
The movement of currency to the country 
was again light. 3 

The clearings of the city banks aggregated 
$7,400,000, against $8,800,000 on Thursday. 

Sterling exchange was strouger, posted rates 
advancing to 482@486%, with actual 4815. 
Documentary quoted scarce at 479@479'4. Con- 
tinental bills were nominally steady as follows: 
Bankers’ francs, 6234.@519% ; documentary bills, 
§20%@528%; bankers’ marks, Kl; docu- 
mentary marks, Wan. The movement was 
moderately active. 
The New York stock market was ge nerally 
weak, the principal exception being Lilinois 
Central, which oniy tell off Kc, and partly re- 
covered that. Richmond & Danville broke bad- 
ly, but closed about the same as the previous 
day. There were rumors of impending financial 
trouble, but the older heads remembered tbat 
similar rumors preceded the July advance. 
Northern Pacific was supposed to be depressed 
by rumors of an impending strike. 
During the past three weeks about 21,000 shares 
of Wabash preferred have been transferred to 
foreign account. 
Thd transfer books indicate that Northern 
Pacitic and Oregon stocks are working round 
into strong hands. 
It is stated on official authority that the Rich- 
mond & Danyilie Extension Company have no 
paper out, therefore the reports that such obli- 
gations have gone to protest are unfounded, and 
itis further known as stated that none of the 
H. & D. proper has defaulted. 
A Philadeiphia dispatch says the stock of coal 
considerably exceeds the demand. and circular 
prices are not ‘obtained generally except for 
fancy redes.

cities, | should think wooeld not continue as 
large unless their crops were threshing out very 
poorly. 

‘Tae stocks in all the importing cities of West- 
ern Europe are quite small, although their im- 
ports have been and continue quite large, one 
city in France taking week! ly 500.00 bu. 

Vu see from Wednesday's dispatch the quan-

Getting out of bis wagon be picked 
up what was to bim a strange fish, and, throw- 
ing it in the bottom of bis vebicie, proceeded-on 
bis way to Newburg. For several days xXhe fisn, 
baving been put into the water, apparently none 
the worse for its jolting, was examined by the 
curious in Newburg, and no one knew what 
kind of a fish.it was. At last it was determined 
that the nondescript should be sent to Mr. B, 
G. Biackford, the New York State Fish Commis- 
sioner, for identiticution. it was put in a small 
bait kettie and sent to him. Mr. Biackford, ro- 
ceiving it yesterday, declared it on sight to be a 
fine specimen of the leather-backed carp. On 
examining bis book be found that last Novem- 
ber Mr. Lewis Beach, member of Congress, bad 
received from Prof. Baird a number of small 
carp. which bad been distributed to persons 
owuing ponds in the neighborhood of places 
where this one was found.

Searching tor Bodies of the Victims of 
the Asia Disaster, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chisago Tribun.. 

Owen Sounp, Oct. Id. — The Asia disaster is 
still uppermost in the minds of many of our 
citizens, and all are anxiously awaiting the ro- 
turn of the tugboat Kendrick, which was sent 
out to search for bodies and wreckage from the 
ill-fated vessel. Several strangers are here 
looking for the remains of their friends who 
were passengers on the Asia. Among those 
here are A. T. Bedsoe, of Cincinnati, O., and R. 
N. Garvin, of Limehouse, Ont. Mr. Bedsoe is 
looking for the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. W. i. 
Wooas, and Mr. Garvin is lookmg for the bodies 
of Mr. and Mrs. Kerr and their seven children. 
The steamer Africa, of the Owen Sound Des- 
spatch Company's line, rrrived bere early this 
morning, and amongst her passengers was Jobn 
Teneck, of Moniey, who bad beeu flehing ock 
Lonely Island. „ soon as the Africa arrived 
Mr. Teneck was interviewed. He says be met 
the tug-boat Kendrick near Lonely Island on 
Sunday. Oct, & aud with the Captain of the 
tug searebed Lonely Island for bodies, the Cup- 
tain going around the island in one direction 
and himself in another. The Cuiptain’s 
party saw a pile of fresh dirt and 
stones a sbort distance inland, and. upon going 
up to it, discovered that the body of « woman 
had been secreted there, hot buried, The party 
examined the corpse, and found it to be the 
body of a full-growo woman. It had been 
stripped of all jewelry except a narrow black 
bracelet. The pocket of ber dress was cut. A 
pocketbook, ritied of ite contents, was found 
near by in the busbes. They examined the 
underelothing, and found the name ot Mrs. 
Woods on the corset and on the stockings. The 
party again covered thy body and went to the 
lightbouse that is situated upon tne island. The 
lighthouse-keeper said the body was found oa 
Sunday, Oct. I. but be had not reported it to any 
one. The tug bett Lonely Island for this place 
on Tuesday at goon. As it bas not yet arrived 
it is supposed that other bodies bave been 
found, and pospibiy the body of Mrs. Woods 
taken ou board. 0 

LATER. 
Speceal Dipgvatcn to The Chicaco Trituna 

Owen Sound, Oct. 13—-11:30 p. m.—The tug- 
boat Kendrick, whicbd was dispatcbed in search 
of bodies and wreckage from the steam- 
er Asia, arrived here tonight, having 
been out eleven days. The Captain gives 
the following particuiars of the search: 
The twee anchored off Lonely Island 
Oct. 6 and Captain and crew, with Mr. Jack 
Teneyck and bis partner, fishermen, went ashore 
in their boats. ‘Tne island 18 uninhabited except 
by the lighthouse-keeper, a haif-breed, bis 
wife, aid two Indians. The  Iliehbt- 
bouse-keeper was lishing when the 
bouts landed, and, upon being asked whétber 
any bodies bad washed ashore, said that nothing 
had been found there. Capt. Riehmond told 
him thal be knew ahere were bodies on the isi- 
and. The keeper theu said the body of a woman 
was buried on tbe isiand that had washed 
ashor« on Sunday, Oct. 1, but mat there 
was nothing on it, not even any clothing. He 
refused to leave bis news to show thew where 
the body was, but said if they would wait until 
bis two Indians returned trom their nets they 
would direct the party to where the body 
was, Afver waiti about baif an 
hour the Indians arrived. The party then sep- 
arated, Capt. Richmond, taking the Indians 
and part of bis crew with Bim, proceeded aiong 
tne shore. The fishermen weat iv their boat 
around the isiand in the opposite direction. 
When the Captain's party eame within teu rods 
of where the body wus the Indians broke 
and ranaway. The balance proceeded on, and 
found the body of a woman ciothed and baving 
a life-preserver on. It was near the water's 
edge, and bad a board lying on top of it. No 
efforts bud been made to bury it 
On examining the corpse the name of 
Mrs. W. Woods was found on the corset and on 
the stockings ‘This corroborates the statement 
of Mr. Ten Eyck. The corpse was badly decayed 
and unrecognizable. The party removed the 
body fartber inland, and scraped the gravel off 
u jarwe Gat ock and placed the body on it, witha 
board for covering. This was the best form of 
burial they could make, as ic was too muck de- 
cayed to be taken aboard the boat. They#then 
returned to where the ligbthouse-Keeper was 
tishing and told him that the body had been 
robbed of a finger-rmg and neckchain, 
as there were impressions of these articies bav- 
ing been word. The wily balf-breed then ad- 
mitted to bave takeu from the a brooch 
pin set with pearis, $2.10 in silver, a gold 
watch, and chain. These be gave up 
to Capt. Riehmond except. the watch and 
chain, as they bad been taken to Manitowaring 
by his wife to be repaired. Mr. Teneyck and 
party, Who were searching from the opposit 
direction, came to where the y was, and 
found a pocketbook in the bushes. 
minus its contents, When all of 
the party i arrived at the lighthouse 
Teneyck showed the pocketbook to the keeper 
and asked bim tor an explanation of its condi- 
tion. The book, besides being ritied of its con- 
tents, was torn and the clusp taken off. The 
keeper then admitted taking it from the corpse 
and tearing the clasp off, but said there 
was nothing in it, and that he simply dropped it 
down at the head of the corpse. Teneyck then 
told him where it was found, and accused bim 
of throwing it as far as be could after taking 
its contents. The keeper seemed much cun- 
fused, and finally admitted throwing it away, 
and said the reason be did so was becnuse he 
was afraid it. would be discovered. He then 
produced the clasp that had been torn from it 
‘The party searebed his premises ani founu the 
folowing artticies belonging to 
A preace of 
gilt frame, sup to be the picture 
of a lady’s maia of the Asia: a water-tank and 
piliow-case, in use; a cabin-door, a lot of ax- 
handles. two stools, and some chairs. While on 
the island the party found three life-preservers 
that had Leen used, a square paper-coOvered trunk 
and valise, which were both broken open and 
empty; a block and tackle; also other portions 
of the wreck. There was a disagreeable smell 
pervading the atmosphere on the isiand, and 
this, coupled with the fact that the life- 
preservers bad deen used and were 
“a distance from the leads 
the su pposition that 
are somewhere secreted on the isi 
make a tborough search of this and other l- 
ands would require a larger number of men 
thun hu ve yet been sent out. The party left the 
Island at dusk for Club Isiand. There they 
found the wheel of the Asia and other por- 
tions of the wreck. Indians had broken up 
atid carried of portions of it, sch 
as iron boits, Chains. ete. Indians at Club Isiand 
say twenty-one bodies aro buried at Wikivemi- 
kong, witb notbine ov their persons to identify 
them. Two trunks and a barrel of flour were 
picked up by the tug about ten miles off shore 
and brought bere. Mr. Garvin, of Limehouse. 
who is bere, recognizes one trunk and contents 
as that of Mr. and Mrs. Kerr. Mr. Biedsoe, ot 
Cincinnati, says be bas reason to believe that 
the body of Mr. Woods has also been found, 
aud been robbed and buried. He will 
endeavor to. ascertain the facts of the case and 
induce the parties woo know where it is to give 
such information as will lead to its recovery. 
Mr. Bledsoe intends sending an undertaker by 
the first bout to bring the body of Mrs. Woods 
bere,

The Dakota left Wrangel Aug. 14 and 
steamed into the Duke of Clarence Straits, 
and from there, by way of Chatham Straits 
and Prince Frederiek Sound, into Stephens 
Passage. Soon after entering Stephens Pas- 
sage we came to Holkam Bay--a_ nice 
little harbor making out of the pas 
sage, containing many icebergs and floes— 
near which is a large glacier. Here we came 
to anchor, and most of the party went in the 
ship’s boats to the shore in front of the gla- 
cier. A guide was secured at au Indian vil- 
lawe here, and the party, after a long, rough 
walk, were at the tace of a river of ice 1,000 
feet ln thickness and filled with seaims and 
crevasses. Returning to the ship somewhat 
exhausted and with wet feet, the air felt cold 
for the first time since we reached Alaska, 
and the thermometer sank a few degrees 
below freezing point. The following morn- 
ing we Were again under way, and before 
noon were moored at the Juneau wharf, on 
Gastineaux Channel, between Douglas Isl- 
and and the mainiand, about 125 miles above 
Wrangel. 

Juneau isa mining and trading camp of 
less than five years’ foundation, which bas 
been known by fotr different names during 
its short existence. It started out as Pils- 
bury, then became Rockwell, then Harris- 
burg, and finally Juneau. It is located on 
the mainland, and is today the most popu- 
lous, thriving, and active settlement in 
Alaska. There are In and near the town 
some 200 white people, or about two-thirds of 
the total white population of the Territory, 
nearly allof whom are miners. There are 
both quartz and placer diggings here, but 
thus far the placer miners have taken out 
nearly all the gold that has been shipped. 
Last year $60,000 in dust was taken out, aud 
this year it is expected out- 
put will reach $100,000, The seuson is 
short, the snow driving the miners into 
town by the Ist of November, and not allow- 
ing them to work agaia until the following 
June. When at work $20 a day is the aver- 
age tothe man. The locators of the quartz 
mines are laboring under considerable dis- 
advantage, as they are in the minority. The 
surface diggings are all on ground located by 
them as fully defined ledges, and rghttully 
they own the ground, but as there is no land 
or other civil law in the Territory, and they 
are in the minority, the placer miner gets 
the benefit of what ore lies on or 
near the surface. The mines are located 
in what is called “the basin.” about four 
miles from this town, and are extremely 
difficult of access, the preseut way tere 
being a small Indian trail over a steep 
mountain, through a dense spruce for- 
est. All the supplies are packed in on the 
backs of Indians. A dollar a board is paid 
for packing an ordinary board, twelve feet 
long by one foet wide and one ineh in thick- 
ness frou: the wharf to the’mines. The fact 
that Alaska has no Territorial Goverhment, 
nor civil laws of any kind, materially hinders 
the development of this as well as other por- 
tions of the territory. Capital is thnid about 
investing even in excee ney rich mines. 
There are two or three capitalists who are 
largely interested here, however—namely; 
William T. Coleman & Co., John Treadwell, 
and Mark Hilton, of California, who have 
made considerabie progress in developing 
their mines, There are two five-stamp wills 
here, one of them running entirely by water- 
power which has force enough to run twen- 
ty stamps. 

There are in Juneau about 400 Indians of 
the Takou and Chilkat tribes, who are fur- 
traders, some of 1 also working iu 
mines. One the chiefs is a notorious 
character in the Territory. He is called 
“Sitka Jack,” and has at various times been 
employed on the United States steamers } 
Jamestown and Wachusctt. He cates iu 
his pocket a large envelope containing let- 
ters from the commanders of those vessels, 
which he earnestiy requests all white people 
to read, assuming at game time an air of 
great pride and diguified importance, evi- 
dently considering them as tending to his 
glory. These documents, which he presented 
to me to read twice within an hour, run as 
follows: 

U.s. 8 “JaAmestows,” Stra (Alaska Terri- 
tory), May 17, 1881.— Ide bearer of this, Sitka 
Juck, generally a good ludian, desires a recom- 
mendation from me to the white men at the

Jack is trickisn, and not to 
be trustel in matters of Importance; but bis 
knowledge of Engtish and bis previous reiations - 
with the whites may render him of service ia 
minor matters.

The Indians’ food consists of dried fish, 
whieh is eaten either plain, stewed in wacer 
or in bread, which is made by grincing the 
fish into fine shreds, mixing it with water 
and then baking it before the fire in small 
flat cakes about half an inch in thickness. A 
black mixture of some kind fs carried by 
many in a tin, box, looking Jike a salve, 
which’ is used in much the same way 
that tobacco-chewers use that plant. Some 
of the natives are light-skinned and can be 
distinguished from the half-breeds only by 
their bair, Which is the true eoarse indian 
hair. These have a Japanese cast of coun- 
tenance, and there can be but little doubt 
that there was some connection between them 
and the Japanese in past ages. The Kiinkits 
have many traditions, some of them be 
tlecidediy tomantic and strange. One 0 
thew is that there was. a long, long time ago, 
a flood which destrayed all their peuple ex- 
cept a cance-load of good Indians, and they 
will pointeuta mountain in the interior— 
their Monnt Ararat—toewhich the canoe was 
tied, which, so those who have visited it say, 
bears marks near its summit which resemble 
the crease of a rope. Another tradinen is 
that earthquakes, which are frequent he 
are caused by a struggle between the Ko. 
angel and the bad angel. According to the 
Klinkit belief the world is flat and supported 
on legs, like a table. The earthquake is 
caused by the evil spirit on one side pulll 
at the legs, trying to overthrow the world, 
and the good angel (who takes the form of a 
man in their belief), on the other side, puil- 
ing in the opposit direction to keep the sur- 
ports in place, the world giving a@ little une 
way and the other according to which spirit 
gives the strongest pull. At such tues tie 
Indians get down on their knees and beat 
their heads and hands upon the ground, at 
the same time beseeching the good ange! * 
pul hard and not let go. When it Is 
cloudy and rainy for a long time, with no in- 

vals of sunshine, they believe r god to 

e angry with them and to have left them 
and guiie io the other side of the world. 
W herupon more bead and hand pounding 
upon the ground is done, until the sun again 
shines. As the sun only shines about one- 
fourth of the time In Alaska, a good deal of 
their time is thus spent by these Indians. 

The Klinkits cremate their deal, winding | 
the bodics tigutly ia blankets Which are satu- 
rated with bear’s grease before placing them 
upon the funeral pile. Ten or teen minutes 
suffice to reduce the cerpse to ashes Which are 
not distinguishable from those of the woud, 
whieh has been thoroughly smeared with 
bear’s grease also. Many squaws blacken 
their faces with amixtere which does not 
come Off until it wears off. Close Inquiry has 
failed to intorm me of the purpose. of this

‘They are shrewd bargainers, 
purchasing furs and curios we found that we 
could do much better at the stores thap with 
the Indians.

were going to prospect for gold. An Indiaa 
gets from $100 to $175 in merchandise for 
a sea-otter skin, 800 for a silver fox, $20 
ror a silver bear—a rare and handsome skin 
—84 to 87 for black bear, and 30 cents to 
7 cents tor mouniain gheep. Ermine, dear 
ver, seal, marten, red fox are all plentiful. In 
trading buttons are used by the whites in 
making their offers for the skins, which 
resent à dollar each. When the trade 
completed an order is issued to the Indian 
from whom he purchases furs by the 
white trader for to the 
amount agreed upon, which ie almost 
always paid entirely in merehandise— 
blankets and ecalicoes, generally. ¢ m= 
ally a few haif-dollars are stipulated for by 
the Indian, who calls them Sauen 88 
and who has them made into lip, ear, 
nose ornaments, and also finger-rings and 
bracelets, which the natives engrave in neat 
and pretty designs. When the dollar pleces 
came inte use it was impossible to make 
them believe that they were equal to two 
Sitkum dollars, and they never. will take 
them for two half-dollars. 

A canoe race was gotten up at Juneau for 
our amusement, and was an 2 in- 
teresting sight. Five canoes, about six 
feet each in length, entered the race wit 
crews of sixteen each—eight paddlers on a 
side. The distance to be died over was 
from the wharf to a small island a mile 
and a half distant and return, 
signal fer starting was given by a 
rifle shot from the deck of the Da- 
kota. The canoes got away toge and 
sped 8 the water with tre 
velocity. The crew of each . 
their paddles in the water with t reg- 
ularity and wonderful rapidity. Iu tim 
the strokes ot the winning’ canoe, which 
covered the three miles in twenty-eight win- 
utes, we found them to be sixty per minute, 
Uvon their return the paddiers stripped off 
their shirts, and with these garments wiped 
their bare chests and arms, which were run- 
ning with versiration. 

After a stay of about thirty hours at Ju- 
neau the Dakota proeeeded to Takou Inlet. 
an arm Of the sea making out of Stephens 
Passage into which the Takou River emp- 
ties and at the head of which aretwo massive 
glaciers, one of them making right into the 
water of the inlet. ‘he inlet was full of 
huge icebergs of every conceivable shape, 
which were in color an intense 
looking like huge cakes of 
vitriol. No imagination was required 
te trace the outlines of comedy 
and tragedy faces, ships, boats, palaces, and 
cottages, and innumerable other objects on 
these massive fives, which appeared to be 
fast in the muddy bottom. 

The Dakota steamed ag near to gla- 
ciers as the depth of the water would per- 
mit, when. the boats were wered

A Score of Towns and Their 
Futures, 


The Sioux Reservation and the Prospect 
of Its Being Opened Up to 
Seitiement.

CHAMBERLAIN, D. T., Oct. 9. We arrived 
bere from Mitchell, as expected, Friday aft- 
ernoon last. The drizzling rain which was 
falling when we left there continued all the 
way here, and did not stop until evening. 
Saturday and Sunday were pleasaut. but to- 
day itis raining again. On the way bere 
from Mitchell we passed through the Towns 
of Mt. Vernon, Plankinton, Yorktown, Kim- 
ball, and. Pukwana. ‘These are all new 
towns, some of them not a year old, but, not- 
withstanding this, the two former places and 
Kimball are already assuming an appearance 
of permanency, baving good-looking school 
buildings, residences, and business houses. 
Their population ranges from 250 to 500, 
Yorktown and Pukwana are not so large, 
but are growing at a fair pace. 

The lana along the line is pretty well taken 
up by actual settlers, whose. houses, or 
“claim shanties,” are seen scattered over the 
prairies. A good many of these shanties ” 
are but shanties in fact, built about eight 
feet high and twelve by sixteen feet on the 
ground. Some of them are of boards, roof 
and all; others have board sides and are 
banked up and covered with the prairie sod, 
while others are “ dug-outs”’ proper, but are 
very few. There are also many Very neat lit- 
tle frame houses, painted in good style, show- 
ing that the owner has 

COME TO STAY 
and grow up with the country, Some of the 
occupants or owners of the shanties are wait- 
ing for a chance to put up better buildings, 
and others of them are waiting for the time 
to come when they can prove up, get a deed 


for their claim, and hold it for a rise, When 


they will sell it. Little patches of broken 
ground every now and then are evidences 
that the homesteader has begun to comply 
with the law in order to hold his claim. Oc- 
casionally we saw small patches of trees of a 
few niouths’ growth which pointed out to 
us somebody’s tree-claim. Right here it may 
be stated that there are a great many claims 
contested and lost to the person who orig- 
inally entered them because that party did 
not live upto the law in making the required 
improvements so as {fo hold the land. 
This is done sometimes after the orig- 
inal occupant has had control of the 
land for two or three years and it has been 
considerably improved, but because the law 
is not fulfilled to the letter the claim is lost. 

A few miles west of Plankinton there is 
quite an uncommon scene in this country, 
and that is a stone wall inclosing a patch of 
land. but several mises further on the prairie 
is spotted with stones, mostly * cobble,” 
and it is not surprising that they are speedily 
put into walls. Upon inquiry in regard to 
these stones it was learned that few of them 
are found beneath the surface, which seems 
singular enough. 

The prairie between Mitchell and this 
place is very much as it is east of the former 
place—gently rolling, with now and then a 
stretch of several miles witha tendency to 
flatness: but chere is not so much of the 
latter character as there is east of Mitchell. 

THE SOIL 


is also much the same, and has the appear 
ance of being capable of bringing forth good 
crops. Many good crops have been raised 
on the sod here this year. Samples of the 
grain are very good. Within about twa 
miles of this place and the Missouri River the 
surface of the land is quite broken and filled 
with little gulches near the railread, which 
runs down the Valley of the American Creek 
aboutjtheklistance named to Chamberlain. 

On either side of the railroad as it ap 
proaches Chamberlain the prairie rises in 
beautiful table-lanas to the hight of sume 300 
or 400 feet above the usual stage of water in 
the Missouri. From the summitof the table 
lands to the river, about a mile and a half in 
some places, the slope is quite irregular, and 
is cut up into Humberless gullies for several 
roads. Some of the lands on te slope are 
considered good for grazing purposes, and 
some good corn is now standing there. 
But for crops generally this slope 
is not considered the best, as the soil there 
is liable to be badly washed. About half-way 
up the slope there is a black substance crop- 
ping out all along, which strikes the stranger 
as being uncojamon,and it is. This sub- 
stance is called gumbo,”’ and is a nuisance 
to the farmer, as no vegetation of any value 
will grow on it. During the spring season it 
turns a lighter color, and later on becomes 
black and produces a beautiful wild flower. 
It is soft at all times, and when a 
little wet forms the worst kind 
of stuff to stick to one’s boots 
or shoes. This “gumbo” is said to make a 
good fertilizer to puton land of a different 
character. 

THE CITY OF CHAMBERLAIN, 

the county seat of Brule County, is located 
on the east bank of the Missouri River, and 
is at present the Western terminusof the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. It is 
680 miles from Chicago and 147 miles from 
the eastern boundary of the Territory. The 
land for the town-site was located in the 
summer of 1880, and the town was platted 
that fall. The first settlement was made 
there in the spring of 181, the lumber 
for the first buildings having been 
hauled by teams from Kimball, twenty miles 
east. The town-site is high and dry, the 
highest part of Main street being about 
ninety feet above high-water mark. The 
siope toward the river is gradual, so that the 
drainageds good. The railroad was built 
through the toon in the falloff 1881. The 
growth to the place has been quite rapid. 
until now it nas a population of about 730. 
Although the buildings are all frame as yet, 
most of them are of quite a substantial char- 


acter, 

The different lines of trade are 224 
here, but business at present is not over 
lively. Ouly one church, a handsome struct- 
ure, has been built as yet. The denomina- 
tion is Congregational. ‘The pastor is a young 
man from Connecticut. 1 

Two banks are in full operation, and are 
doing a fair business, Two weekly newspa- 
pers, the Dakota Register and Chamberlain 
Chief, both Republican, are published nere. 
and are doing well. The publication of the 
Reyister was begun June 23, 1881, by Mr. 8. 
D. Cook, whe owned and edited it until about 
two months ago, when he sold out to the 
lion. John H. King, formerly of Hampton, Ia. 

Mr. King is a shrewd politician, a good 
Writer, and is making his mark in Dakota 
polities, The Chamberlain 24 was started 
only a few months ago by Mr. M. A. Fuller, 
by whom it is ewned and published now. 

THE WATER 
used here for drinkmg and other purposes 
comes frum the Missouri. When first taken 
from the river it is of a yellow mud color, as 
it is full of mud, but when settled it is sweet 
and good to taste. For some time past the 
supply for the town has been puyiped 
up into large tanks on the bank and hauled 
from there.

RAILROAD EXTENSION, 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road will be finished on to Deadwood, in 
the Black Hillis, whichis only a little over 
200 mites distant. The company have al- 
ready surveyed a line through to that point, 
A United States mail-route between Cham- 
berlain and Rapid City, on the eastern slope 
of the Biack Hills, has been established by 
Congress and is expected to be in operation 
by next spring. A new overland freight 
line between here and the Black Hills is ex- 

ected to be opened within a few months. 

‘he old line, which was quite extensively 
patronized last winter, has been abandoned, 
for the time being at least, as it was not di- 
rect enough. Consequently Chamberlain is 
not made to resound with the “jamboree” 
of “bvull-whackers” and niule-drivers now 
as it did then, as they always punished a 
great amount of bad whisky and “ raised 
Cain” in general when in town.

Their music 
has been transferred to rierre, the western 
terminus of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad, about seventy-five miles north of 
here on the Missouri, from which place most 
of the overland freight is now hauled w and 
from the Hills and the East. A great deal of 
freight brought to this point over the rail- 
road is shipped north and south by steam- 
boat, and in fact Chamberlain is said ta have 
been one of the heaviest steamboat shipping 
points on the river this year between Kansas 
City andjBismarck. The agents of one or two 
steamboat companies make their headquar- 
ters here. 

There is no building stone to be had here, 
but red brick of an excellent quality is made 
near the town site. There is, however, an 
excellent quality of building stone in great 
quantities in the Bijou Hills, ＋ 
miles southeast, which it is expected will be 
brought into requisition when the railroad is 
built through that country within a few 
vears, Another line of railroad to this point 
is contemplated, to run from Forestburg, 
about twenty-five miles north of Mitchell, to 
which place it is already completed, by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Company. 
‘The territory all along through to this point 
is noted for its almost total absence of tim-

SICKNESS, STARVATION, AND DEATH. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 13—A German 
family named Whichmusky, comprising 
father, mother, and three children, came 
from Germany and settled in this city on the 
Ist of May last. Immediately after their ar- 
rival Mrs. Whichmusky was taken sick with 
a disease which erfppled her, and a short 
time afterward her Husband was prostrated 
with malaria. The gon was put to work in 
the mines, and the elder daughter left at 
home to take care.of her parents. Two 
months had hardly passed when both the 
son and daughter were also stricken down 
with a fatal disease, and thus the entire 
means of support of the family were taken 
away. Their condition was not made public 
till Friday last, when the elder daughter 
died of starvation. The Chief of Police was 
then informed, but the story of the poor fain- 
ily’s affliction was heard so late as to ren- 
der assistance of littie benefit, for on Sunday 
morning the son followed his elder sister 
inte eternity, and this morning the younger 
daughter and only remaining child died. 
When visited by the police the family was 
found to be in the most destitute condition, 
without even a crust of bread in the house, 
and it is said that the children’s lives might 
have been saved had they been given proper 
food in time.

A Novel Maritime Libel Suit. 
Judge Blodgett is hearing an interesting 
libel of Williain F. Higgie and others against 
the National Lioyds of New York to recover 
$1,300 insurance. This is a libel in admiralty, 
The libellants were the owners of the Amer- 
ican schooner G. G. Cooper, which in April, 
1879, started from Cadiz, Spain, to Rio Ja- 
neiro, Brazil, with a cargo of 445 tons of salt. 
She was obliged to put into the port of Sauta 
Cruz de Teneriffe in May in a bad, unsea- 
worthy, and leaky condition, and while there 
was, on complaint of the second mate and 
two of thecrew, surveyed! under the direc- 
W. H. Dabney, the Amer-

communicated with the shipper of the cargo, 
made every effort to ve the cargo 
taken to its destination on another vessel, 
He was unsuccéssful, and the salt was de-

The vessel was afterward sold at auction, the 
voyage broken up, and the freight list 
lost. The freight list was on the h of July 
insured here in Chicago, vessel lost or not 
lost,“ and after the condemnation applica- 
tion was made to the n Lloyds for 
payment of the insurance.

Capt. Higgie is a Chicago 
man, and his schooner was at one time em- 
ployed in the grain trade on the lakes. She 
was a canaler,“ and took a cargo of deals 
from here to England. From there she went 
to South Africa, and then rah back to Fal- 
mouth, was repaired, and started out on 
another voyage. She put into Cadiz in a 
damaged condition and was condemned, but 
was repaired and then set out for Rio 
Janeiro. Some of the depositions were 
taken at Santa Cruz in Spanish, but had to 
be translated when they were filed here. 
There are a number of interesting questions 
involved in the case. The suit is also some- 
what remarkable from being the first case of 
the kind over a vessel on the high seas, the 
maritime litigation here being naturally con- 
cerning the vessels which do business on the 
great lakes.

Emma Butters, of 264 Clinton street, saw 
McNulty holding McLaughlin while Carter 
ran away from the front of her house on the 
evening in question. Soon afterward she 
heard a seuffle and saw Carter lying on the 
sidewalk. lle tried to rise, and with that 
McLaughlin kicked him twice. McLaugh- 
lin then raised his foot a third time and said: 
It I had my shoe on I'd drive it through 
his head.” Witness Was about seven feet 
away.
